defeated. It must have lost a consider- 
able number of men when the enemy 
broke through.

WASHINGTON, DPD. C.—The Senate 
this afternoon took up the considera- 
tion of the Sheppard bill to prevent 
the manufacture and sale of alcoholic 
liquors in the District of Columbia. 
This is one of the two big prohibition 
measures before Congress. The other, 
the‘ proposed amendment to the Fed- 
eral Constitution for nation-wide pro- 


hibition, is pending in committee of 
Roth Senate and‘ House. 

Prior to the meeting of Congress 
today, several senators who are back- 
ing the movement, expressed confi- 


‘dence in bringing both bills to a fair 


test at this session. Senator Shep- 
pard of Texas, author of the district 
bill, expressed confidence that a ma- 
jority vote would be recorded in favor 
of Doth. 

The original bill provided for plac- 
ing the district under complete prohi- 
bition on Nov. 1, 1916, but the press 
of business at the first session of the 
Sixty-fourth Congress prevented se- 
curing action by that date. The 
present bill is designed to go into ef- 
fect Nov. }» 1917. 

The act does not apply to the manu- 
facture, importation or sale of dena- 
tured or wood — to. be used for 
scientific of mechanical purposes only, 
It does, however, prevent the sale of 
alcohol to minors. 

A fine of not less than $100 or not 
more than $1000, and a sentence of 
30 days to one year, is provided for 
selling alcohol to any person of known 
intemperate habits. It is proposed to 
make it unlawful.for any express com- 
pany or common carrier to deliver 
shipments of alcoholic liquors and a 
fine of $100 to $500 is attached for 
yiolations. ‘The commissioners of the 


District of Columbia are required to}. 


enforce the provisions of the act, which 
carries a penalty ot ‘fine or imprison- 
ment. 

The vacancy in the office of Presi- 
ident pro tempore of the Senate will 
not be filled this week, though -before 
Congress convened last Monday it had 
been anticipated that. this would. be 
one of: the first steps taken by the 
Democratic senators.

GUARD SYSTEM 
IS A FAILURE 
SAYS GEN. SCOTT 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—That the vol- 
unteer military system of the United 
States has préved a failure and should 
be abandoned is the opinion voiced in 
the report of Maj. Gen. Hugh L. Scott, 
chief of staff.of the Army. 


He is in favor of compulsory train- 
ing, basing his conclusions on the re- 
cent showing .of the federalized na- 
tional guard when mobilized for border 
duty, and the fact that vigorous re- 
cruiting campaigns for both the regu- 
lars and the guardsmen have produced 
negligible results. He says, in part: 

“In my judgment, the country will 
never be prepared for defense until 
we do as other great nations do that 
have large interests to guard, like 
Germany, Japan and France,. where 
everybody is ready and does perform 
military service in. time of peace as 


willing te make sacrifices for the pro- 
tection he gets and the country gets 
in return. There is no reason why 
one woman’s son should go out and 
defend, or be trained to defend, an- 
other woman and her son who refuses 
to take training or give service.

He declared that there 
existed neither armed forts nor troops 
destined for its defense and there was 
neither a governor nor a commandant. 

“Captain Lange called attention to 
the character of Bucharest as a fort- 
ress and said that sueh an evasion 


‘would not hinder the German opera- 


tions. 

“In the course of Wednesday morn- 
ing. portions of General Schmittow’s 
cavalry corps took possession of a 
fort on the north front, and portions 
of the Fifty-fourth Army Corps pushed 
on and took the line of forts from 
Chiajna, on the west front, to Odaile, 
on the north. The enemy infantry 
offered resistance, which was quickly 
overcome. 

“From the south portions the Dan- 
ube army pressed into the city 
through the girdle of forts, meeting 
with .no resistance.

vete Contrasted — Women 
Painters and Sculptors

NEW YORK, N. Y.—Alfred Stieglitz, 
undaunted modernist leader andj 
humoristic critic, whose subtle ironies 
ofttimes pass in vain because unaus- 
pected, has filled his ‘little Photo-Se- 
cession gallery, 291 Fifth avenue, with 
things that are unusual, even: for his 
sort of shows. These are the water 
colors and chalk drawings by Georgia 
S. Engelhard, a 10-year-old child -of | 
New York, who since her fourth year 
has shown evidence of artistic. talent, 
yet not enough to prevent her being 
allowed to develop in: her own way, 
fancy-free, without any conventional 
guidance or teaching. Georgia has a 
glad sense of color, a natural feeling 
for composition, and a naive love of 
animals; but she is no phenomenon. 

This is neither the. best nor the 
worst of the several exhibitions of 
dabblings by children of tender years, 
for which Mr. Stieglitz has stood 
sponsor here. There must be some 
philosophy, some moral, behind these 
undeniably piquant presentments. 
What is it? Evidently something in 
this line of argument: ‘ 

A child stares wide-eyed , at ‘the 
world, seeing nothing but wondrous 
and beautiful things. The child’s 
father and mother look at the same 
scenes and objects, and get a totally 
different impression. Which is the 
truer vision? The child’s, undoubt- 
edly—so your average modernist will 
say—because that is a pure, inno- 
cent and unprejudiced vision, whereas 
the grown-ups look around them with 
sophisticated eyes, and see the uni-|. 
verse jaundiced and all askew through 
spectacles of human knowledge, ex- 
perience and disillusion. The child 
looks out, they look in. They see peo- 
ple and objects reflected in themselves. 
The child sees the world, in colors 
of the rainbow. In other words, the 
adult sees mainly with the human 
mind and memory, in a mood which 
is both skeptical and blasé. .The in- 
fant, on the contrary, receives impres- 
sions through newly awakened senses 
that are fresh and unspoiled, and takes 
everything at face value. It is the 
same way in the practice of art, es- 
pecially drawing and painting. 


The average mature artist is so 
taken up with himself and with “art

for art’s sake,” that he can’t look | 
at anything or anybody in a straight- | 
forward manner. 
portrait or. lands a commission for a 
mural decoration, he doesn’t bother 
much about his sitter or his archi- 
tectural setting, but thinks rather 
about Sargent and Blashfield and Ken- 
yon Cox, and especially about his own 
technique.

Freedom, with purity or innocence 
of vision, is theoretically about the 
rarest and most precious thing in art, 
The earnest striving after it, or else 
the absurd affectation of it by time- 
serving imitators, is at the bottom of 
most present-day vagaries that mas- 


pressionism, cubism, futurism, syn- 
chronism, and other isms innumerable. 
Could anything be. more grotesque 
than the spectacle of a stolid, self-con- 
ceited academician, perhaps a grand- 
father, making believe to play with a 
box of paints like a child,of five? Or 
else a sweet girl graduate copying the. 
crude brutality of Congo ju-ju idols 
and Alaskan totem-poles: for exposi- 
tion in a fashionable art store? Yet | 
they are doing it, right along. You,

Academy exhibition, and oftentimes.

Why not, then, since naiveté is at 
such .a premium, go to an original 
source. of artlessness and study the 
genuine, untrammeled work of actual 
children?

This portrait has been hung in the 
Salon and the Royal Academy, but its 
claim to consideration need not be 
based on this fact. The standing fig- 
ure is skillfully drawn and is handled 
generally with the consciousness of 
assured ability, though the question 
of the harmony is not altogether be- 
yond dispute. A purple frock against 
a background of broken browns ton- 
stitutes the harmony: The pose is 
good except that the figure is set too 
far back in the picture. 

Mr. Jackson’s composition, “A Morn- 
ing in the Studio,” is gratefully high 
in tone. His manner of using color 
is pleasingly original. His smaller 
pictures of figures in sunlight are no 
mere dashes at an effect, but show 
thoughtful study.. 

Miss Cumbrae Stewart is an artist

Whilst disclaiming all intention of saying — 
of a party’ political nature, Mr. Fisher niaintained, 
Birmingham, that the reconstruction of the fabric of fas 
kimpire was a matter of iminediate importance. ‘Today, 
he-said, there was not,only a desire on the part of the 
Imperial Government, but a unanimous claim from the 
self-governing Dominions, that there shoukl be a more 
effective organization of the constituent opinion of the 
Ke pipire, and he be elieved that, if the people of the United 


Kingdom and the Dominions were to discuss the prob- 


lems involved, a solution would be found. Mr. Fisher 
then went on to outline an interesting proposal for an 
lsinpire conference between the representatives of the 
Dominions ard of the Mother Country., The conference, 
he maintained, should be held annually, and should not 
always sit at the center of the Empire, but-should be of 
a peregrinating character. and meet alternately in the 
separate Dominions. He did not think the policy of 
not consulting the Dominions was one that could safely 
continue. If there was to be one policy for the Empire, 
upon which they could all agree, then the men controlling 
thaf policy must be drawn from the whole [+ mpire. 

‘Mr. Fisher's proposal is particularly interesting, inas- 
much ‘as it is a’ more or Jess definite one# and in this 
respect represents an advance tow ards a clearer definition 
of the problem. Its main importance, however, at the 
present juncture is, a oe that it familiarizes the pea- 
ple of the Empire with the question; whilst the frankness 
with which Mr. Fisher handled the problem emphasized 
thd fact that all idea of any possibility of misundérstand- 
ing was definitely precluded. The point cannot, in fact. 
be too strongly insisted upon that this demand for closer 
union ddes. not arise trom any sense that only thus can 
the various members of the Empire be ‘kept from drifting 
apart. It is rather, as Mr. Glynn, Minister for External 
Affairs § in the last Federal Gov ernment, well expressed it 
some ‘time ago, “the spontaneous outcome of a desire for 
“greater unity, a unity which only deepens as the Domin- 
ions increase in power and influence.”

ket is, and how determined and unscrupulous it is, and. 


they ought te be able to see that their remedy. lies, either. 
in regulating cold-storage profits by law, or in taking 
over the storage plants and operating them: fer their 
own benefit. The struggle on that Wednesday and,Wed- 
nesday evening) in Boston was only an example of a strug- 
gle going on up and down the country in thousands of 
communities. Unscrupulous greed, backed by capital 
and arganization, met the public, and the public was 
driven back, because it lacked previous ‘knowledge of 
the character and strength of its enemy.
